Palmby, and his 
boss Earl Butz, who served on the Board of Ralston Pu- 
rina before becoming Secretary of Agriculture, shared 
the hot seat during the turmoil surrounding the recent 
Soviet wheat deal.

Strangely enough for such a landslide vote, 
many voters joined McGovern supporters in a hearty 
dislike for the incumbent president, "He’s the 
lesser of two evils, 11 people were often heard to 
sa> . One morning a few days before the election, in 
a New fork City coffee shop, an older woman looked 
at a picture of Nixon in the newspaper and said 
ominously, staring out over her coffee cup, "We’ve 
seen too much of that face. I don't like it." 

Combine these voters with those who, Anthony 
Lewis of the New Yark Times sa/s, hold to "that one 
powerful strain in American life: the wish for 
success and comfort, for insulation from others’ 
misery c Those are quite understandable desires, 
and they have often made a political majority by com- 
bining those Who aspire with those who have achiev- 
ed," 

This then, is the Nixon mandate-- not nearly 
so cohesive a vote of confidence as he would like 
us to believe, especially since his coattails were 
not long enough to pull Republicans into office 
and 54% of those elegible to vote did not. 

"The average American is just like the child 
in the family : You give him some responsibility 
and he is going to amount to something <• If on the 
other handj you pamper him and cater to him too 
muchy yon are going to make him soft ; spoiled 
and e'ventnally a very weak individual /' 

Some activists who worked with McGovern's 
campaign were net as pessimistic about the outcome 
as others One man from Buffalo, New York, who 
worked closely with McGovern people, said that he 
thought that the 38% McGovern pulled in was a good 
sign. Those 25 million voters, he said, had truly 
voted on the issues, and not on the usual pablum 
Democratic vs. Republican fare of past elections. 

Others tempered his enthusiasm by asserting 
that some people were driven to vote for McGovern 
simply because their hatred for Nixon was so 
great* and that they really didn't Jike McGovern 
either. But in this election, good healthy hatred 
for Nixon was nothing to sniff at. 

But where do we go from here? More of the same 
opposition to Nixon, only better, most people seem 
to be saying in the first few days after the 
election. 

"As Vietnamese," said one member of the Viet- 
namese Students Association of the United States, 
who lives in Cambridge, Mass, "we try to get in- 
formation about Vietnam out to the U.S. public. 

That won’t change now,” He said that Nixon would 


probably not sign the peace agreement, but even 
if he did, it would only end direct involvement 
in the war " 

"Our primary response was one of depression/ 
explained one woman who works with the Committee 
of Liason with the Families of Prisoners Detained 
in North Vietnam, in New York City. "And they 
(the POW families) too--Nixon re-elected, the 
accords not signed, it’s a depressing situation. 

But we’re going to keep on with our work; still 
putting pressure on to have the accords signed. 

It's important to keep up that pressure." 

"I said several times that I intend to 
continue to appoint conservative judges to the 
court (Supreme Court). I do. The courts need them 
and they need men like Rehnquist and Burger and 
Blackman and Rowell on their cowt. . .because 
the trend has gone too far in the other direction. n 

One member of the Chicago Alliance to End 
Repression felt that "We can look for the worst 
in terms of the legal system, especially with the 
Supreme Court teetering as it is. It could have 
very repressive effects. They (the administration) 
will be more arrogant in law-breaking like the 
Watergate incident for instance." He said that 
the Alliance was planning to be more on the of- 
fensive in terms of demanding people’s rights. 

"There’s no use being paranoid, but no one 
should be surprised. Nixon’s a witch hunter from 
the word go." 

"As an organization, we feel threatened," 
said a vet at the WAW’s National Office. He 
(Nixon) was trying to smash us even before the 
election what with the Tallahassee Grand Jury. 

But business here will go on as usual and if 
anything, we’ll be working harder to point out 
what Nixon’s doing in Vietnam; to point out the 
contradictions in what he says and what he does."

180 days m a work camp Tnc woman was then asked 
to rise and was told that, though an assault had 
alGo been proved against hex, since she was defend- 
ing herself, she was absolved and dismissed with 
the thanks of the court . 

Questioning at popular tribunals is directed, 
in most every case, to the encore set of circum- 
stances involved and not only ic whether or not a 
particular acc was committed The judges question 
about social background, family situation, economic 
background, etc m an attempt uo understand why 
a particular type of anti -social conduct might have 
taken place . 

The same ±s true of sentencing* which is an 
attempt to rehabilitate and educate, rather than 
punish or avenge It is unusual for semeoeay to 
be taken out of the community and pa: m a work 
camp -lore likely sentences are house arrest (in 
which a person can go to work and come heme, but 
cannot go out for a specifxeo p^icd of time)* or 
injunctive relief (such as tcrbi Jding a person con- 
victed of being loud and disorderly at a particular 
night club, from going r.c that n..ghr tJuD for a cer- 
tain amount of tiroej , or simply a public admonish- 
ment 

The enforcement of sentences, from work 

camps which are operated by the Ministry of Justice,, 
is in the hands of the CDR’ s being basic community 
organizations, the GDR’s are totally involved m 
their communities and me aware of the individual 
and social problems which may exist, They act as 
local police, patrolling the streets and assisting 
the citizens with their problems for this reason 
the CDR can effectively enforce sentences handed 
down by the papular tribunals 

Appeal rights are preserved, end the appear is 
handled by a combination cf popular tribunal judges 
and legal ly- trained technicians A defendant can 
appeal either the verdict or the sentence or both 
but this does not happen very often
